This letter is to inform you of a recent abortive euthanasia attempt that occurred at the 
Cleveland Clinic Foundation Research Institute (31-R-0017). 

A principle investigator performed what was to be an acute surgery on a covered species. 
The procedure ended late in the evening and at the end of the surgery, euthanasia was 
attempted by intravenous overdose of KCl. The investigator and staff checked for 
peripheral pulses and ausculted the chest and believed the animal to be dead. The next 
morning the animal was discovered to be still alive. Two senior members of the 
veterinary anesthesia staff quickly euthanized the animal with an overdose of a 
barbiturate euthanasia solution. 

The investigator was informed of the mistake and requested additional training to 
preclude a reoccurrence of the incident. The veterinary anesthesia staff performed 
retraining, with emphasis on the use of physical methods to assure proper euthanasia. 
The investigator, with the assistance of the veterinary anesthesia staff, has successfully 
euthanized two subsequent animals after the retraining. The Attending Veterinarian and 
Institutional Animal Care and Use Committee are confident that this incident is an 
isolated occurrence and will not be repeated.
